Plot’ To Blast 
N. Y. Depots 
Seen as Hoax 


NEW YORK, March 3—(UP)— 
Discovery of “plans” for an ap- 
parent plot to blow up the most 
crowded transportation centers in 
New York sent detectives on a 
fruitless seven-hour search for ex- 
plosives in railroad, subway, and 
ferry terminals and the General 
Post Office Wednesday. 

The plans were found in an un- 
addressed envelope in a_ branch 
post office Tuesday and postal au- 
thorities turned them over to po 
lice, It was believed the “plot” was 
a hoax but authorities took full 
precautions. 

The plans said high explosives 
were to be planted in designated 
places between 5 and 5:15 p. m. 
Wednesday, but some 200 police- 
men, railroad detectives and other 
searchers combed the marked 
areas from noon to 7 p. m. with 
out finding anything suspicious.

| Parents 
Jailed for 
| Neglect 


Four small and badly under: 
nourished children were found 
imprisoned in the dark back room 
of a house on Cooper Street 
Wednesday night by City Police. 

Police said it was the “most 
flagrant case of child neglect in 
the history of Atlanta.” 

They found the children being 
held “prisoners” in a dank and 
poorly ventilated room while the 
parents and six other children 
were living in “comparative com- 
fort’’ in other parts of the same 
house. Police went to the home on 
complaints of neighbors. 

The parents, Mr. and Mrs, Ed- 
Carney, of 728 Cooper 
St.. S. W., were jailed on charges 
of suspicion of neglect of minor 
children 

Twe of the children were taken 
to Grady Hospital, where they 
admitted for treatment of 
malnutrition and “diaper rash.” 

Sgt. I. A. Thomas, Juvenile In- 
tigator of the Department, and 
Policewomen Emily Hart and 
Evelyn Langford said it was the 
most “wanton neglect of children” 
they had ever seen. 

Sgt. Thomas said the four smal] 
children, including four-year-old 
twin boys, and two girls, two and 
three, were found living in “filth 
and eating out of tin plates like 
puppies.” 


In sharp contrast, six other chil-@ 


dren, ranging in age from five. 
weeks-old baby to an 18-year-old 
girl, were living in comfort in five 
rooms. There was no indi- 
cation of want or need among 
these children, Thomas said. The 
infant was taken to the hospital 
for ot tation, however. 

The father, a crane operator for 
the Southern Railway Company 
who earns $1.28 an hour, said he 
“didn’t realize things were that 


bad.” 


“I'll be willing to do anything,” 
he said as he was placed behind 
bars at the City Jail. 

The 35-year-old mother made no 
comment, 

Sgt. Thomas said the family, ex: 
clusive of the four imprisoned 
children, was watching the demon- 
of a vaeuum cleaner 
which sells for $74 when police 
The officer 
said the family had indicated a 
desire to purchase the cleaner. 

Neighbors of the Carneys told 
police they never had seen the 
four “prisoner” children. 

“Apparentiy they never had 
been allowed to leave the house,” 
one neighbor said. 

An investigation of the chil 
dren’s “prison” revealed the twin 
boys, Wayne and Duane, were 
sleeping on an undersized baby 
bed not large enough for one of 
them. An old mattress which 
covered the springs was soaked 
and “unfit” to sleep on, police 
said. There was no cover on the 
bed. 

On the other side of the room, 
the two girls, Gilda, 2, and Joyce, 
3, were sleeping on a “very small” 
bed which had as its mattress a 
torn quilt. «The girls’ bed also 
was without cover. 

Sgt. Thomas said the room was 
filled with dirt and “filth.” It 
was not fit for a human being 
to live in,” he said. 

In other parts of the house, how- 
ever, police found rooms well-fur- 
neat and habitable. 


Neighbors told Sgt. Thomas that 
Mrs. Carney was the mother of 12 
children, two of whom were dead. 
They said that as far as the older 
children were concerned, she 
seemed to be a “normal” mother 

Sgt. Thomas snid he was unable 
to get an explanation from the 
parents as to why the four chil 
ddren had been held prisoners.

William Henzler 
Whiskey bottle slayer 


Henzler Gets 
12 Months in 
Tumlin Death 


After deliberating approximate. 
ly eight hours, the jury trying Wil. 
liam Henzler, former Nebraska po 
liceman, on a murder charge in the 
Halloween death of Thomas P 
Tumlin, returned a verdict of quil- 
ty of involuntary manslaughter. 
and fixed his sentence at one year 
in prison. The jury's verdict was 
returned at 8:15 p. m. 

Tumlin, a 33-year-old structural 
steel engineer who lived at 579 
North Highland Ave., N. E., died 
as the result of a blow with a 
whiskey bottle on his head, which 
he sustained in the lobby of the 
Ansley Hotel about midnight Oct 
31 after leaving a Halloween cele- 
bration on the hotel’s Rainbow 
Roof. 

No one testified he saw Henzler 
strike the blow, but witnesses sai‘ 
they heard the crash of glass, 
looked up and saw Henzier stand 
ing immediately behind Tumlin 
with his fist clenched Broken 
glass lay on the floor. They said 
they thought Henzler had been in- 
furiated at a remark made in the 
elevator by Tumlin and the laugh. 
ter it drew from others in the ele-| 
vator. 

Tumlin was felled a few min- 
utes after leaving the elevator. A 
house detective testified that 
Henziler and two companions frre- 
viously had been denied admission 
to the Rainbow Roof because they 
lacked “dates.” He said one of the 
trio carried a whiskey bottle in a 
sack. | 

Henzler, who said he was shell-! 
shocked during his service in the 
Navy, denied striking Tumlin, and, 
said he had not had a drink that 
night.

Atlanta is host, beginning today, to ap- 
proximately 5,000 of the State’s school 
teachers, in attendance at the eighty-first 
annual convention of the Georgia Educa- 
tion Association. 

The GEA has done much, particularly 
in the last decade, to better the lot of 
Georgia teachers. Not only has it pro- 
vided an articulate pressure for increased 
salaries over longer terms, but also it is 
largely responsible for legislative enact- 
ment of a teacher retirement program. 

The Atlanta Constitution, which has 
initiated at least one of the salary increase 
proposals and supported every effort to 
raise teacher remuneration to a level more 
commensurate with the importance of the 
profession, is gratified at the progress 
which has been made. 

But the GEA must never forget the fact 
that the improved economic position of its 
membership has been made possible by 
public support of its position. 

And we fear there is a very definite 
possibility that, in pressing its demands 
too far and too fast, its good will may be 
jeopardized. 

We refer specifically, of course, to the 
GEA's ambitious “Minimum Foundation 
Program of Education for Georgia,” call- 
ing for $83,401,720 in State funds annu- 
ally. 

We do not say that $83,000,000 is more 
than should be spent by the State for edu- 
cation. Perhaps it is not enough. But the 
fact remains that this is more than most 
authorities believe possible to raise in nor-

As aforesaid, The Constitution is in full 
sympathy with Georgia teachers and we 
intend to continue to speak for higher sal- 
aries for them. 

Yet education, while undoubtedly the 
most important, is but one of the func- 
tions which a State must perform. 

Georgia badly needs hospitals and an 
improved health program, for one thing. 
Our rural roads are in deplorable condi- 
tion, for another. 

We urge the State’s teachers to realize 
that by insisting upon immoderate and im- 
possible wage increases, they can easily 
lose the public favor so vital to their 
cause, 


A Union of Western Europe 


Representatives of five European na- 
tions meet in Brussels today to form a 
Western European Union to block further 
expansion of Soviet Russia. 

Such a confederation long has been the 
dream of statesmen, particularly of British 
statesmen. Until the fall of Czechoslo- 
vakia, however, negotiations were proceed- 
ing at a snail’s pace. Belgium, Holland 
and Luxembourg were wary of antagoniz- 
'ing Russia by joining such a union. Mos- 
‘cow, with typical Communist logic, is bit- 
-terly opposed to the confederation be- 
‘cause it would mean concerted action 
against the Soviet bloc in Eastern Europe. 

British and French diplomats: who are 
sponsoring the negotiations, hope the pact 
will be signed within the next few days 
and are looking to other nations of West- 
ern Europe to join in. 3 

But success of the confederation de- 
_ pends to a large extent upon the attitude 
* of the United States. So far this country 
- has announced no definite policy and no 
course of action designed to meet the 
threat of unchecked Soviet expansion. 
The halls of Congress have resounded with 
cenunciations of Russian aggression; the 


State Department has protested bitterly 
as one country after another has been 
forced to exchange freedom for the police 
state under compulsion of Communist ter- 
ror. But protests fall off the Russian bear 
as rocks fall off the armor plate of a 
battleship. 

It is true we have proposed the Mar- 
shall Plan, or European Recovery Pro- 
gram. But this plan is designed merely 
to strengthen the economic structures and 
therefore tne moral fiber of those coun- 
tries standing under the shadow of So- 
Viet guns. | 

We need a more positive policy, an 
iron-clad promise that would guarantee 
the territorial integrity and the political 


freedom of Western European countries 


which would like to enter the confedera- 
tion but hesitate to do so because of fear 
of Russian retaliation. 

The free world will stand or fall to- 
gether. Western Europe and the United 
States are confronted with an antagonist 
that vows its enmity with greater fury 
each day. And while we threat and fume, 
but do nothing, it is picking off our num- 
bers one by one.

It says here—in this United Press, dispatch 
from Washington: 
“WASHINGTON, March 3—(UP)—The House 
Judiciary Committee Tuesday approved a GOP-sponsored anti- 
lynching bill. The action came as a Southern Democrat pleaded 
with the Republicans to abandon the bill and make friends with 
the South. The Committee vote was 18 to 8.” 

With that back of the hand across their faces, I trust the hot- 
heads will realize the Republican Party is fully committed to all 
phases of the civil rigi:ts bill, antipoll tax, antilynching, anti- 
segregation on interstate travel and all else save the FEPC. 

There may be good reasons for Southerners going to the Re- 


publicans. 
I hope all those who are dissatisfied with the Democratic Party 


will carefully evaluate the Republicans and go with them if they 
find that party attractive. 

But only the most simple-minded will look to the Republicans 
for any comfort on the civil rights issue. 

The House is going to pass the bill. 

The Senate, too, will pass it if there are enough Republicans 
willing to vote to limit debate, thereby destroying the filibuster. 


What the South has got to learn is that the rest of the 
nation regards the Southern position as wrong. 

That may seem unjustified to some, as indeed, it may be. 

But there it is. I want the South to think straight on the subject. 

There is more bitter tea for us to take. 

It is this: The South, by its failure to correct the injustices 
within the segregation pattern, while our laws said that the edu- 
cation, travel and the courthouse justice should be equal within 
that. system, has created the state of mind in the rest of the coun- 
try which makes our predicament one with which they have no 
sympathy at all. 

It is true they generally have a distorted picture of it. 

It also is true that the swarm of race baiters, from both sides, 
have added to the distortion. 

It is almost entirely overlooked that 
other people in history have had to face. 

More important, it is true the South has made enormous prog- 
ress in the span of 80 years ...a progress more rapid than that in 
any other situation with even similar factors. 

Rut we have allowed enough evil to make the rest of the nation 
look upon us without sympathy. 


the problem is one no 


We have plenty of laws against violence, such as 
lynching. We have not enforced them well in 


Georgia. We have allowed local pride to cover up, the most 


ghastly crimes. 3 
Therefore, most of the nation regards an antilynching law as 


proper, and even necessary, despire the fact lynching has about 
disappeared. 

To the thoughtful person it 
more and more replacing local law. 
But it isn’t stopping. 

It is disturbing to see a national complex which accepts the fact 
of local law failure and regards the steady encroachment of Fed- 
eral law apathetically. 

Those who whoop the loudest for the proposed’ Federal laws 
ignore the practical results. There are sound reasons why Federal 
laws should not be passed. But for the Southern voices in Con- 
gress to charge them with being Communistic is not merely ridicu- 
lous, it is silly. Do not the foolish geese who so describe the pro- 
posals know that they are making Communistic hay by saying that 
an attempt to provide human beings with protection from mobs is 
Communism? 


is disturbing to see Federal law 
It has got to stop somewhere. 


Il write all this as a sort of primer for Southern think- 
ing. The plain truth is that national public opinion is 
against us, because of our own failures. 

T want the South to act, reflecting its true self. That true self 
can be warm-hearted, just and decent. Persons, not laws, finally 
must settle personal problems. 

But what I am trying to do is to hold the State and party to- 
gether. If the Democratic Party wants to defeat Harry S. Tru- 
man’s nomination, that is the Party’s business. But the party must 
not destroy itself. 

And seeking comfort from the Republican Party is folly. That 
Party, cynically, will pass an antilynch bill. It has no real idea 
of an FEPC bill. Not yet, at any rate. aN 

But what honest person can insist that there is not justifica- 
tion for some of the national coldness toward us when the Ku 
Klux Klan burns a cross on the courthouse lawn in Wrightsville, 
Ga., on the eve of a primary” 

They, and others like them, do the South as much harm as the 
worst Negro radical or the most inflammatory Negro organization. 

We lost again Tuesday night at Wrightsville. The Ku Klux 
Klan and their sort of people are damning the South and assuring 
us of continued Federal pressure.

I didr.’"t know. Discovered that, while I had been writing edito- 
rials and things about 4-H Club work almost as far back as I could 
remember, I couldn’t tell, quickly, what the quadruple initials 
stood for. 

Usually I’m not slow at identifying the initials which are so 
much in use today. I know the full titles of WAA, RFC, YMCA, 
JPC, REA, FEPC, AAA and a lot more. But HHHH—no, I didn't 
know that one. 3 

So I dug out a stack of material, publicity material, anent Na- 
tional 4-H Club Week. I started reading. Must have read two score 
single-spaced mimeographed sheets and a like number printed.

I may be—probably am—the only person in all Georgia who 
didn’t know that simple bit of information. But, even though only 
for my sake, I do think the 4-H publicists should give the full-title 
in greater prominence. 


However, it may have worked out as a good 
Learned a Lot thing, for me I mean, that I did have to hunt 
up the “Heads, Hearts, Hands and Health” business. For in my 
research I picked up a lot of other information. 

I’ve always known the 4-H Clubs comprise just about as fine 
a youth group as can be found anywhere in this wide world. 

But I didn’t know before there are 1,700,000 boys and girls mem- 
bers of the 4-H Clubs Of these 116,000 are in Georgia. I have an 
iuea that is about the tops, numerically, among youth organiza- 
tions in our State. 

If you have any doubts about the contribution made to America 
and the world by this great peacetime army of young folks, cast 
your eye over a few more statistics: 

Last year they managed and worked 100,000 acres of vegetable 
gardens. 

Raised 9,000,000 chickens, 716,000 head of livestock and worked 
440,000 acres of food and feed crops. 

They canned 15,000,000 quarts of food, 
ters, is a lot of rations for anybody. 

They made or repaired 2,000,000 garments. 
rooms in their own homes. 

They put in soil and water conservation practices on 127,000 
acres and planted and cared for 51,000 acres of forest trees. 

¥ That's a pretty good record, but it’s only a part 
That 5 Not All of the achievements of the 4-H Clubbers. No 
one can measure the value of their work in guarding and improving 
the public health of their home communities, in organizing recrea- 
tion, learning first aid and nursing, etc., etc. There’s no end to 
what they do. 

Take forestry in Georgia, alone. More than 3,500 Georgia 
boys and girls carried 4-H forestry projects in 1947. As part of 
their work, they gave some 170 demonstrations of proper forestry 
practice before more than 3,700 farm people. 

The 4-H Club girls are the State champions in home canning 
anc home dress making See their exhibits at any fair in the 
State——county, district or Statewide It will make you proud of 
Georgia's young people. 

Four-H Clubs are, obviously, for the rural and small-town areas. 
I have a little idea, though, to the effect that if city boys could 
be organized into a sort of 4-H Club auxiliary, with their rural 
friends to teach them and to lead them into outdoor work and 
interests—for a few weeks or a month or two each year—a lot of 
the social problems we lump undér the general heading of “juvenile 
delinquency” would be problems no longer.

The Virtues of Plain, Simple English 


In one of his columns, written long ago, Henry Mencken quoted a reader who complained about 


his use of big words. 
and avoid the use of long or unfamiliar words. 

But I checked his next few columns, as an 
editor would, and marked the six-jointed and 
rarely-used words that would be Greek to the 
average reader. There were many. 

Some were Greek to me, for they were Ger- 
And I am like the English King who, need- 
ing a quick alibi for his ignorance, remarked 
that he understood German as well as any gen- 
tleman should. 

I’m like him, that is, except that I need the 
same alibi for all foreign languages. In the last 
two years, I have tried to read three “best books,” 
but had to give up after a few chapters because 
they were garnished with French phrases. 

In eath instance the meaning of the sentence 
or paragraph of episode depended on the French 
part; and when that was omitted, there was noth- 
ing left to make sense. Reading the stuff was 
like trying to do puzzles, and I don’t care for 
puzzles. 

If a newspaper writer uses unfamiliar words 
or alien phrases, the space he uses might as well 
be left blank. The idea is to inform or enter- 
tain readers, not to mystify them. 

Washington and foreign reporters, who have 
won enough fame to have their stuff printed un- 
der a by-line, are often guilty of a similar but 
worse offense.

No doubt he told the truth. 


Did you ever begin reading a serial story at 
about the fourth chapter? If the action or con- 
versation is entertaining, you may finish the 
story. But some episodes, for want of back- 
ground, wil) seem unreasonable, and some char- 
acters will seem strange to the end. 

That is what happens when a reporter in 
Europe, or some other far region, tells us about 
today’s alarming events, but omits all background 
that might enable us to understand them. 


Of course we might get the facts from last 
month’s papers or magazines—if we saved 
them—or from an encyclopedia; but how 
many readers will do it? 


The reporter knows the background of the 
story so well, and has known it so long, he falls 
into the common error of assuming that every- 
body else knows it. He leaves out the facts that 
would make the story understandable, and might 
as well be writing in Greek. 

Whatever the reason, it isn’t good reporting 
unless every reader with a seventh-grade edu- 
cation can understand it. The big shot who is 
ashamed to write simply and clearly, so his read- 
ers can understand, isn’t big in the right way.

WASHINGTON—What the country is witnessing now in the Wallace and South- 
ern revolts ag t the Truman Administration may be the disintegration of the 
Democratic Party. After remaining in control of the Government for a period of 


16 years, the old party appears to be ripping apart at the seams.

There are signs 


As the party has been mace up during the past dozen years, its following has included such 
diverse elements as Northern liberals and Southern conservatives. 


Left-wing groups in the big cities juined with 
right-wing leaders of the South to continue it 
in power. In addition, it has received valuable 
support from such important groups of voters as 
the Catholics, Jews and Negroes. 


The late President Roosevelt's success in 
gaining four terms in the White House rested 
largely on his ability to hold the various 
conflicting groups in line. A master of po- 
litical strategy, he Was able to balance one 
group against the other and somehow keep 
the whole intact. 


President Truman has been unable to do that. 
His political failure is an outgrowth of his in- 
ability to drive in harness the New Deal and con- 
servative groups. The result is that both are now 
pulling in opposite directions. 


On the one hand, Henry A. Wallace appears 
to be taking enough liberal support away from 
the Democratic Party to make certain that his 
third-party movement will bring about the de 
feat of the President. 

On the other, the Southern “revolt” threatens 
to put the clincher on Mr. Wallace's program. 
Even if it does not fully materialize, it cannot 
conceivably do the President’s cause any good. 
It tends to disrupt the confidence of other Demo- 
crats elsewhere. 

Only in the event—highly dubious—that both 
revolts are quelled before the date of the elec- 
tion in November is President Truman given a 
chance to win a second term. From the way 
things look at the present time, he will have to 


prove himself a miracle man to bring that about. 

The Democratic situation has deteriorated so 
badly in recent weeks that responsible leaders 
of the party are now suggesting, for the first 
time, the possibility that Mr. Truman may not 
seek renomination. Such a development seems 
very unlikely, but the fact that it is even being 
discussed is significant. 


There is a growing conviction among 
many political observers that the Demecrats 
are slated for a bad defeat in November. . 
As for the Republicans, they now appear te 
be entirely confident over the outlook, feel- 
a a that they will elect the next Presi- 

ent. 


Conditions could change after the campaign 
gets actively under way. But there is nothing 
om the horizon at the moment to suggest that 
they will. ‘ 

Some responsible Democratic leaders profess 
to believe that the party's only chance of victory 
would be for the President to step aside and 
open the way for a man like Gen. Eisenhower 
to receive the nomination. Gen. Ike has, of 
course, gone about as far as anyone could in 
taking himself out of the race. But few believe 
that he would turn down the prize if it came to 
him unsolicited and in that way. 

It is just a topic of quiet discussion ‘at the 
moment. Yet more may bé heard of it in the 
future unless there is some tangible evidence of 
the party situation improving.

Loquacious Walcott

Joe Walcott, who demonstrated unusual in-

_ Joe Louis, has done an about-face and is liable 
| to wind up getting his head knocked off—or 
| partially knocked off. 
| Before the first bout, Walcott was as silent 
as the new Eddie Miller. He retired to the remotest training camp 
he could find, where he remained as clammed as a mummy, un- 
observed, unquoted and almost unnoticed. 

About all that was ever written about him was that he would 
be on hand for the start of the fight. 

But his success in the initial encounter must surely have 
swayed his reasoning powers because lately he’s been going 
around the country casting certain reflections and otherwise 
being verbally uncomplimentary about Louis. 

Only the other night he was quoted as resenting Louis’ 
ultimatum for him to come to terms for the fight in June 
and that Louis “will be sorry when I get him in the ring.” 
Jersey Joe might figure he’s safe enough in making such re- 

marks now as Louis is several thousand miles away on a tour of 
England. But news services being as efficient as they are and the 
trans-Atlantic cable still functioning, the remarks will undoubtedly 
reach Louis’ ears and it isn’t likely he will pass them off like 
a good fellow.

NEW LIQUOR TAXES—A tax 
on retailers selling wine and ad- 
ditional! license fees on dealers in 
beer and whiskey in the unincor- 
porated areas of Fulton County 
were imposed Wednesday by the 
Fulton County Commission.

Hips May Not Be Hett--- 
Just an Optical Illusion 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 
When the small of the back werves sharply in, do the 
hips loom larger? They bustle out, but actually they are 


not measurably larger. 


In the “new look” they look 
bigger Many «a gal catches a 
side view of her silhouette with 
waist cinched in, hips flourishing 
out, and quickly resolves to take 
off 10 pounis! The trouble is 
neither hips nor heft, but sway- 
back, and the correction is not 
diet but exercise on the straight- 
ening-out ‘order. 

There are several ways to 
straighten out sway-back, but 
all of them involve toning the 
muscles that fourm the abdomi- 
nal girdie and straightening 
that line. at the small of the 
back.

NO MAN was allowed 
above the first floor, consequent- 
ly the girls felt free to go about 
from room to room, visiting, 
much like you would in board 
ing school. In fact, the entire 
atmosphere of the Club was 
reminiscent of boarding school. 
I remember, there was one large 
room where the girls could 
wash lingerie, and this rom 
contained clothes lines, ironing 
boards and irons. The meals at 
the Club were good—a favorite 
breakfast food was scrapple. 

The only accommodations we 
have in Atlanta comparable to 
this Club, are the _ various 
Churches Homes for Girls, which 
I have already told you about. 


CLYDE BRUCE told me of a 
Club in Los Angeles, called the 
Woman’s Hotel, but different in 
that meals were not served. 
There was one large kitchen, 
with a number of stoves, sinks 
and. cooking accommodations, 
with individual lockers for food, 
and a girl could prepare her 
own meals at a time convenient 
to her. You are -wondering, 
“How do they handle the prob- 
lem of. refrigeration for meats, 
butter and left-overs?” Clyde 
told me they had two extra 
large refrigerators for this pur- 
pose, and each girl marked her 
own food for identification. In 
this hotel, there was a room for 
laundry purposes and the clothes 
were hung on the roof. You 
know, “It never rains in Cali- 
fornia!” 

Oh, yes, I most forgot to tell 
you an experience I had at the 
Endion Club in Washington. 
The elevator was the self-operat- 
ed type. I was literally scared 
to death of the thing—jiust like 
I am frightened of. escalators in 
Atlanta l always managed to 
be either going up or down 
when someone else could operate 
it. Came a day, however, when 
I had to go downstairs alone. 
I tried. to remember all the 
things I had observed others do. 
but I got on, and had to ride 
up and down until someone res- 
cued me. “You can get a girl 
out of the country, but...” is 
the TRUTH, isn’t it?

World 
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TO AID ILL MOTHERS 


Family Service Society To Institute 
Homemaker Service in Broken Homes. 


By LENNA McKINLEY 


Psychologists tell us that the propensities for juvenile delinquency are established 


in a child by the time he is five or six years old. Ae 
They also tell us that nothing contributes more to these propensities than a broken 
home. To grow up to be a stable adult, a child must be protected by strong home ties 


during those early formative years. 


That is why the Family Serv. 
lce Society of Fulton and De- 
Kalb. Counties has begun plans 
for its “Homemaker. Service.” 
an innovation in welfare work 
in this part of the country. 

Made possible on a demon- 
stration bas.s through the Laura 
Shallenberger Foundation, the 
funds of which were to be spent 
specifically “in the interest of 
children,” the Homemaker Serv- 
ice will begin on a small scale, 
employing two white women 
and one Negro woman. Its 
directors have asked to be given 
a period of three to five years 
in which to prove or disprove 
the worthwhileness of such a 
service. It’s practicality prov- 
en, its expenses would then be 
absorbed in the yearly budget of 
this orzanization, a member of 
the Greater Atlanta Community 
Chest. 

To be directed under the su- 
pervision of Miss Lorraine Jenn- 
rich, who established such a 
service successfully in Milwau- 
kee several years ago, the 
Homemaker’s Service will cen- 
ter its werk on’ those homes 
now receiving its helo which 
inost urgently need a “foster 
mother” to keep the home ties 
intact tntil desperately ill moth- 
ers ¢ @¢egain their health and 
take over the job again. 

For instance, the Family Serv- 
ice Society is now working with 
a family where the father has a 
definite handicap which  pre- 
vents him from assuming respon- 
sibility for the family. The moth- 
is is in a hospital, where she re- 
cently underwent a serious oper- 
ation. There are five children, 
the eldest 14 years old. That 
mother cannot recuperate as 
quickly as she normally would 
because she is worried about her 
children. And she is distressed 
that the 14-year-old daughter 
has had to be taken out of 
school, to cook and wash for 
the other four. 

The Homemaker Service 
wants to tide over this family 
crisis by sending a kind, moth- 
erly woman into that home, to 
take over the brunt of the re- 
sponsibilities so that the daugh- 
ter can go back to school. She 
would be there only during the 
day, to plan nutritious meals on 
the family’s present budget, see 
that the children have clean 
clothes to wear to school, and 
enlist the help of the older chil- 
dren to do their part «while 
mother is in the hospital. 


HUSBAND DESERTED HER 

Another woman, whose hus- 
band has deserted her, is fight- 
ing desperately to feed her four 
youngsters, while the eldest, a 
12-year-old cripple, stays home 
to keep house. The Homemaker 
Service wants to put that girl 
back in school, take over the 
house temporarily, meanwhile 
making every effort to get the 
father to come home and aAs- 
sume his responsibility. 

Naturally the qualifications 
for taking 
mother in such homes are high. 
According to Miss Angela Cox, 
Executive Director of the Fam- 
ily Service Society, she must be 
a woman who has a warm love 
for children, she must know 
how to manage a household 
smoothly, must know how to 
orovide nourishing meals on a 
limited budget, and she must be 
able, physically, to do whatever 
work might be entailed with the 
}ob. 

further, she must know how 


’ to enlist the co-operation of the 


children to help with household 
chores, and she must know how 
to smooth out those family dif- 
ficulties which always aris2 in 


the role of foster’ 


mother’s absence, She must 
know how to win the children 
over without displacing their 
mother in their affections. Nat- 
urally her character must be 
above reproach. 

It was pointed out that such 
work will be undertaken only 
in such homes where the tather 
himself is considered to have 
potentialities for keeping the 
home together. And it was ex- 
plained that, wherever the fam- 
ily income was sufficient, the 
father would be asked to help 
defray the expenses of employ- 
ing a homemaker. And, under 
all circumstances, the homemak- 
er would be placed in the home 
for a limited time, pending the 


working out of normal condi- 


tions for the family. 

The salary for these home 
maker positions will be good, 
says Miss Cox. 
30 to 60 years old will be con- 
sidered, since the richness of 
experience is not necessarily

Georgia school teachers today will write a major plank for the 
platform of gubernatorial and legislative candidates for 1948, and then

The Georgia Education Associa- 
tion, holding its first general ses-

After adopting the expanded 
program here today, teachers will 
seek to pledge all candidates for 
the Governorship and Legislature 
to support it—as they were suc.

obtained a 50 per Pay raise.

Blast Kills 
ll Arabs in 


Haifa Center 


JERUSALEM, Palestine, March 
3—(UP)—A 400-pound barre! 
bomb exploded in a truck parked 
outside the former municipal 
building in the commercial center 


of Haifa Wednesday, killing from 


11 to 17 Arabs and wounding many 
others. 

It was believed that the bomb 
had been planted by Jewish ex- 
tremists. 

Official reports said 11 Arabs, 
including two Palestine constables, 
had been killed and 16 Arabs in- 
jured. Unofficial Haifa 
listed 17 dead and 50 injured—all 
Arabs. 
killed in retaliatory attacks. 


Eyewitnesses said the truck) 


drove up to the former municipal 


building escorted by another ve- 


hicle. It was parked there, and its 
occupants transferred to the other 
vehicle and drove off, they said. 

Two buildings were demolished 
and others in the neighborhood, in- 
cluding police district headquar- 
ters, were damaged. 

The Haifa office of the Palestine 
Post reported it had received a 
mysterious telephone call after the 
blast in which the caller blamed 
the Jewish extremist Stern gang.
